BOYS OUT ON STRIKE. 


Western Union’s Service Affected 
by Walkout of 750. ' 


ORIPPLES D. T. AND A. D.T. 


Youths’ Chiefs Demand Reinstatement 
of Stockyards Clerk. 


Without notice and without taking the 
trouble to present a grievance, the 750 boys 
who deliver messages for the Western Union 
felegraph company struck last evening at 
5:15 o'clock. Telegrams received after that 
hour were sent to the persons to whom they 
were addressed by special delivery mail or 
by telephone. The messengers declared late 
last night that they would not return to work 
today. | 

The police expect considerable trouble this 
morning in suppressing the boys’ aggressive 
spirit. 

The walkout, the boys said, was in sympa- 
thy with the striking messengers at the 
stockyards. There was no complaint that 
the company was not paying sufficient wages 
or was imposing undesirable conditions. The 
cause of the trouble at the-yards was the 
resignation of a clerk whose cause the young 
employés took up. 

“So far as we know the clerk at the yards 
was not a member of the boys’ union,”’ Supt. 
Becker of the Western Union said. ‘“‘ He 
asked for an increase in pay, which was de- 
nied him, and he quit. The messengers struck 
on the refusal of the company to take bac 
the clerk at his own wages.” 


Addressed by Their Leaders. 

The strike was called a few minutes before 
the day shift went off duty. The day boys, 
with those reporting for night work, went to 
12 Plymouth place, where the juveniles’ union 
has headquarters. There they were ad- 
dressed by the older ones of their number and 
by labor leaders and advised to “ stick’ and 
* fight it out.’’ 

** Dick ’* Wrenn, the 16 year old president, 
led the fight manifestations. He had issued 
a public statement to.mothers earlier in the 
day protesting against the employment of 
girls in the places of the strikers. This ap- 
peal concluded: 

‘**We are made fun of in the funny papers. 
They say we are slow and of no account, but 
many boys carry messages to support thelr 
mothers. We get half a cent for every mes- 
sage, which we think is not enough, and we 
shall some day ask for higher pay. Then the 
company will want to hire your girls to take 
our places. We hope you wortt allow it for 
your sake, fér the welfare of your daughters, 
and for our sake.” 

Scale for the Work. 

In the downtown district the Western Union 
messages are delivered by the Illinois Dis- 
trict Telegraph company, which employs the 
boys. The 600 day workers receive 144 cents 
for each message brought in or delivered and 
the night shift receives $30 a month.

John .arose and pronounced forgiveness of 
the sins of all present.

Crane Makes. hares Dona- 
tion to Empress’ Relief Fund. 


GETS MESSAGE OF THANKS. 


‘Sum Said to Be $10,000 and the Action 
Surprises Beneficiaries. 


Charles R. Crane of Chicago has given a 
large sum of money to the * young empress 
fund” for Russian soldiers and eéallors. This 
information came in a cablegram from 8t. 
‘Petersburg last evening. In the message 
the amount of the contribution was said to 
be $10,000. 

At his home, 2559 Michigan avenue, last 
evening Mr. Crane admitted having forward- 
ed a donation to the Russian relief fund, but 
. declined to state the amount of his contribu- 
tion or to discuss it. 

Such a contribution by an American fs said 
to have created wide comment in the country 
now burdened by war. The gift was received 
in Russia with many expressions of appre- 
ciation, as the impression has prevailed there 
that the American people were especially 
friendly to the Japanese. and that this feel- 
ing was so pronounced that an American citi- 
zen would hesitate to give such open and em- 
phatic indorsement to Russia. 


Empress Sends Her Thanks. 

Her majesty is said to have been deeply 
touched by the donation and to have ex- 
pressed her pleasure in a cordial message 
of acknowledgment. 

It was through Count Rostoftsoff, her 
majesty’s chancellor, that Mr. Crane Is said 
to have made the gift. Mr. Crane ‘first 
cabled saying that ft was believed in Amer- 
ica that Russia had done everything to main- 
tain peace, but that the government’s hand 
had been forced. a treacherous enemy. 
Mr. Crane asked’in what way he could be of 
assistance. Count Rostoftsoff suggested in 
reply a donation to the relief fund, and Mr. 
Crane responded promptly. 


Mr. Crane Acquainted in Russia. 

Mr. Crane spent several months last year 
traveling in Russia and made the acquaint- 
ance of many members of the nobility, offi- 
cials, and men of largeaffairs.. This was not 
his first visit. He has been on particularly 
friendly terms with many of the best known 
Russians for several years. 

In addition to his pleasant social relations 
in Russia he is largely interested in a business 
way. The Crane company, of which he is 
vice president, is said to export large ship- 
ments of machinery for use in the develop- 
ment of Russia and the immense Siberian 
territory. | 

Others May Have Sent Gifts. 

Baron Schlippenbach, the Russian consul 
in Chicago, is a friend of Mr. Crane. He was 
said last evening to be in Washington, and it 
could not be learned whether other Chi- 
cagoans had sent donations to the Russian 
WOMEN REFUGEES MISSING. 
Three Hundred Japanese Sent from Port 

Arthur Cannot Be Account- 
For, 

YINKOW, Feb. 26.~An American refugee 
from Harbin says the authorities there have 
discriminated in the expulsion of Americans, 
Japanese, and British subjects. Persons of 
other nationalities have not been molested. 
This is virtually the situation at other places, 
especially Port Arthur, where nearly all the 
Germans are officials. The few American 
and British subjects there have been required 
to sign an agreement to leave within a given 
time. 

The authorities say that all the Japanese 
have left Port Arthur in installments on the 
last steamers from there, but an English 
refugee says there are 300 Japanese women 
at Port Arthur who were unable to get a 
steamer. They were sent north again by the 
authorities last Sunday. 

These women cannot be accounted for, al- 
though Henry B. Miller, United States consul 
at Newchwang, has repeated his inquiries 
concerning their whereabouts. 

As a result of the representations made by 

Mr. Miller as to his rights to investigate the 
cases of refugees and care for them person- 
ally, the civil administrator of Newchwang 
has gone to see Viceroy Alexieff in the mat- 
ter. 
The rumors of numerous engagements on 
the Yalu river are discredited here. Itis said 
that Russia has no definite plan of campaign 
and that she does not intend to move before 
the reorganization of the Manchurian regi- 
ments, which cannot be effected before two 
weeks or a month. 

The expectation that the powers will inter- 
fere to secure the protection of Newchwang 
has been almost abandoned. 


JAPAN’S COMMISSARY PERFECT. 


Gen. H. T. Allen Declared Equipment of 
Army for Field Could Not Be 
| j Improved Upon,

LONDON, Feb. 27, 3 a. m.—A dispatch to 
the Daily Mail from Koyang says foreign 
military men greatly praise the Japanese 
commissary and transport arrangements. 

Gen. H. T. Allen, chief of the Philippine 
constabulary, who has been acting as the 
American military attaché at Seoul, told the 
correspondent that the infantry equipment 
is splendidly adapted for the work of facing 
the troops in Corea. The food arrangements 
are perfect. 

Each infantry unit has a cylindrical stove 
and detachable kettle capable of cooking 
enough rice to furnish one meal for 100 men. 
Nine such stoves and kettles are used for 
cooking for a battalion. Boxes containing 
half pound cans of meat are carried by four 
horses for each battalion. 

A quantity of sodium sulphate is carried 
to purify the water for drinking. Each sol- 
dier is provided with a German aluminium 
mess pan containing two cooked rations of : 
rice in addition to six emergency rations. 
The rice is boiled, dried in the sun, and 
wrapped in cotton bags. It is trifling in 


weight.

“The American government has taken a 
position which ill accords with the former 
good relations with Russia, and we are con- 
vinced that the conduct of the United States 
gunboat Vicksburg in refusing to protect and 
receive drowning Russians will not meet with 
wide sympathy in America, nor will the 
Americans sympathize with the naval demon- 
stration at the mouth of the Yalu river, of 
which the telegraph brought a report yes- 
terday.”’ 

‘Criticised in Port Arthur. 

A Port Arthur correspondent says the Novi 
Kri has published a criticism of the United 
States for proposing the neutralization of 
China, and says that news received from 
Tokio is to the effect that a fund has béen 
raised in Washington to enable the Japanese 
to continue the war. The paper adds that 
the Shanghai Mercury, which is published 
with American money, is endeavoring openly 
to induce China to side with Japan and expel 
the Russians from Manchuria. 


‘Vicksburg Did Offer Help. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—Late in the 
day. the navy department received a cable- 
gram: from Commander Marshall of 
Vicksburg saying that he was among the 
first to offer assistance to the Russian sailors 
aboard the Variag and Korietz. . 

The cablegram is badly garbled, and the 
officials have not been able fully to translate 
it.

Vicksburg, states 
that he sent medical aid as well as boats to 
the assistance of the Variag.” 


Commander Marshall Upheld. 
From their knowledge of the United States 
naval regulations, and from the comprehen- « 
sive press reports as to what did occur at 
Chemulpo, the naval officials here have not 
the slightest hesitation in giving their un- 
qualified approval of the course pursued by 
Capt. Marshall. In the first place it is un-

saving life.

WOMEN BEAT A POLICEMAN © 
IN RACE CLASH AT SCHOCL. 


Discharge of Colored Assistants to Han- 
cock Janitor Causes Several Fights 
and Leads to Mobbing of Guard. 


’ The substitution of white boys for eolored 
assistants to the janitor of the Hancock 
school caused several fights, which cametoa 
climax yesterday when a crowd of negroes 
beat a policemen detailed to protect the white 
youths. 

The new assistants, Frank Miller, 241 West 
Forty-sixth street, and Harvey Walfarth, 
4750 Princeton avenue, are pupils in the 
school at Forty-sixth street and Princeton 
avenue. Negroes had waited outside the door 
to attack them, and several times the boys 
were threatened with stabbing if they did not 
give up the work. After frequent clashes 
Patrolman Patrick Hassett was summoned. 
Several colored men and women gathered 
outside the grounds during the noon recess, 
and threatened white pupils. Beulah Bailey 
and Mary Walker, colored, were ordéred to 
desist, but they leaped upon the policeman, 
scratching and biting him. Others joined in 
the attack, and Hassett wus knocked down. 

A wagon load of policemen quickly arrived, 
and all but the two women fied. Hassett was 
clinging to these, and they were taken to the 
stockyards police station. They are 20 years 
old. 

The rescuers declared they arrived just in 
time to prevent a negro from stabbing Has- 
sett in the back. The man had rushed up, 
carrying an open Knife. 

More than one-third of the pupils at the 
school are colored, and race feeling often 
has caused fights.

RESIGNATIONS OF OFFICERS OF ST. 
ANDREW’S DEMANDED. 


‘| Committee’s Report on Shortage in the 


Missing Treasurer’s Accounts Pre- 
cipitates Storm at Meeting—Secre- 
tary Edgar Attacks President Bogle 
-and Auditor—Former Declares He

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SCAFFOLD FALLS, 
"35 MEN IN PERIL, 


One Workman Killed When 
Immense Structure in Post- 
office Collapses. 


NOT UNDER CITY RULE. 


‘Plasterers on Lofty False Work 
Make Thrilling Leaps to 
Place of Safety. 


The collapse of an immense scaffold, which 
‘@ashed out one life and endangered thirty- 
five others in the new postoffice yesterday 
afternoon, will bring to Coroner Traeger’s 
attention a curious situation regarding the 
responsibility for the safety of structures 
erected in the government building. 

Although. the government has a superin- 
tendent on the*spot who is supposed to keep 
@ watchful eye on the contractors, it ap- 
pears that there is no system of inspection 
of the great temporary false work which 
from time to time has been reared for carry- 
ing on the building work. The city is held to 
have no jurisdiction within the precincts of 
the government property for the protection 
ef life. It could not be established yester- 
@ay that Government Superintendent George 
©. Von Nerta had ever inspected the scaffold. 


Scaffold an Immense One. 

The structure which fell was 161 feet high 
and contained 150,000 feet of lumber. It was 
erected at a cost of $5,500 by the plastering 
contractors, the Lennox- Haldeman company. 
It stood in the central well of the postoffice 
beneath the great dome, and was for the pur- 
pose of installing and plastering the false 
dome or ceiling. Ten days were required to 
Duild the scaffold, which was completed on 
Jan. 25, when it was inspected and approved 
by Edward Smith. foreman for the Lennox- 
Haldeman company. 


One Man Killed in Collapse: 
Thirty-five men were working on side scaf- 
Goldings which extended in all directions 

from the central scaffold at the tenth floor. 
These subordinate platforms were connected 
with the main structure by planks, but other- 
wise had their own supports. The workmen 
had finished the plastering of. the false dome 
and were at.work on the ceilings of the tenth 
Ther® Was, théreTére, no ofe oh the 
mei scaffold when the’crash came. James 
Byrn, a laborer, 142 Washburne avenue, 
Wes working at the eighth floor and was hit 
and drawn into the well beneath the hurtling 
Mass of débris from above.

Umber, but not seriousty injured. 

The warning. to.the men working on the 
ténmth floor came the shape Of a. grinding 
and splitting from below, and then the grad- 
Wal ewaying of the central scaffold. Every 
man of the thirty-five leaped from the side 
Scatroids to further safety, and none too 
soon. Only by chance the subsidiary plat- 
forms were not carriedaway. ‘William Will- 
fams, plasterers’ undersmith, felt the plank 
under his feet slipping and instantly leaped 
for a wire cable that swing six feet away. 


‘Ruins Fill Big Rotunda. 
Wreck of the collapsed scaffold filled 
e shaft to the height ¢f. the second floor. 
e crash brovght hundreds of workmen 
_ running from all parts of the building, while 
pedestrians gathered if the étreéts wonder- 
me What had happened within. An alarm of 
fire was. turned in, and: within five min- 
ites Chief Musham was on the ‘spét. ‘ For 
two hours firemen and artisans worked to 
remove the débris. Byron's body, mangled 
beyond recognition, was taken out in’ the 
first jayer of splinfered timbers. It was re- 
ported that other bodies were still in the 
heap, but Foreman Smith checked up his 
plasterers and found none others missing. 
cannot account for the collapse,”’ enia

Left Inspection to Builder.

An attempt was made to discover whether 
the government representative ever did give 
HM a thought.

Jack Pagles, a sheetiron worker employed 
in the building, declared that the scaffold was 
a “flimsy affair,” and that he had warned 
Smith that it was dangerous. “I even built 
a similar scaffold of tooth picks to Illustrate 
the point.” said Pagies. ‘1 told him that 
Owing to its construction it would bend out 
In the middle and fall in. That is exactly 
the way the accident occurred.” | 


Try to Keep Details from Public. 


‘Extraordinary efforts were made by the 
contractors to keep the details of the accident 
from the newspapers. and fn the attempt to 
suppress the news they were said to be aided 
by the police. A reporter who had gone into 
the building at the first alarm was struck 
by a foreman and dragged from one of the 
telephones in the structure while he was 
giving information to his office. 

At the Adams street entrance several re- 
porters from several newspapers, ten or 
fifteen -in_ail, were barred out by a young 
man who claimed to represent the govern- 
ment. As he could show no badge of au- 
thority and could not tell who had given him 
orders the reporters insisted on entering. He 

attempted to “slug” two newspaper men, 
and then a policeman, whose number was 
6021, came forward.without apparent cause 
and struck another reporter three blows. It 
was learned later that the man who claimed 
to be a representative of the government was 
an employé of a tile contractor. The police 
had taken their orders from him.

Archbishop Quigley, It Is Said, May Sur- 
render His $80,000 Legacy and Fath- 
er Kelly Give Up $7,000. 


The probable settlement of the contest 
begun by Joseph Hurtzg to break the will 
of his late wife, Margaret Hurtz, yesterday 
was announced in the Probate court. Un- 
der an agreement, it is said, Archbishop 
Quigley may surrender his legacy, estimated 
at $90,000, and Father Kelly give up $7,000 
received from Mrs. Hurtz before her death. 

The details have not been made public, but 
Attorney S. W. Packard, representing Mr.

to settle with the Panama Canal company, 
which owns the concession for building the 
canal, but the, transfer of sovereignty was 
made today and President Roosevelt's procla- 
mation issued from the state department is 
a notice to the world under the general princi- 
ples of international law that the United 
States claims and will assert its right to 
maintain peace in the canal zone by its own 
authority. 

The exchange of ratifications between the 
republic of Panama and the govérnment of 
the United States has completed the trans- 
action so far as they are c6ncerned. The re- 
public of Panama has for the time being 
wisely decided to take a bonus 6f $10,000,009 
on credit. It will remain to the credit of the 
new republic in the treasury of the United 
States until a proper person is authorized to 
receive it. 

Mr. Buneau-Varilla, minister of Panama, 
who conducted the negotiations for the canal 
treaty, and who represented the isthmian 
republic in the exchange of ratifications to- 
day, was appointed for diplomatic reasons 
only. He has no authority to receive money 
and will not take it under any circumstance. » 

He has cabled his resignation to the republic 
of Panama, and has resumed his legal status 
as a French citizen, although he is distinct- 
ively, almost above all men, a citizen of the 
world, who owes but slight allegiance io 
nations and governments. 

Tinder the first section of the canal treaty 
the United States guarantees the independ- 
ence of the republic 
of Panama. It is this

OPPOSE CONSPIRACY LAW. 


EMPLOYERS SPEAK AGAINST PRO- 
POSED ANTI-INJUNCTION BILL. 


J. ©, Craig of Colorado Declares Citi- 
zens Favor Giving Courts Utmost 
Latitude in Suppressing Riots—Not 
Against Organized Labor, but Eter- 
mally Against Lawlessness — Pitts- 
burg Man Says Those Who Favor Bill 
Have Policy of Coercion, 


Washington, D. C.,. Feb. 26.—[Special.]— 
Employers of labor were given a hearing by 
the judiciary committee of the house today 
in opposition to the conspiracy bill now 
pending in congress. 

Among those who appeared was J. C. Craig, 
president of the Citizens’ alliance of Denver, 
Colo. Mr. Craig declared his state could 
literally be called ‘* bleeding Colorado ’”’ in 
View of what had taken place there in the 
last few years in the war between the mine 
owners and miners. 3 

He told of lives that had been lost through 
plots on the part of the unions, and recited 
at length how it had been proved that.-the 
union men had rolled Kegs of dynamite into 
shafthouses where men were working and 
had so arranged revolvers that they would 
‘explode into the dynamite. 


Injunctions Held Only Remedy. 

“ Injunctions were then obtained, and then, 
and then only,”’ said Mr. Craig, “ were we 
able to proceed with the operation of the 
mines. No convictions have been obtained 
against the men guilty of the outrages, and 
the iaw abiding class of our citizens are in 
favor of giving the courts the utmost lati- 
tude in suppressing riots. We are not against 
organized labor, but are eternally against 
lawlessness.”’ 

John Galloway of Dayton, O., represent- 
ing nonunion labor, recited his experiences 
in his city during a strike and declared all 
workingmen were not in favor ‘of the anti- 
injunction bill. 

I, W. Frank of Pittsburg, president of the 
National Founders’ association, contended 
that the movement in favor of the bill was 
born among the labor leaders in Washington, 
and added that they wanted to be exempt 
from the operations of the law in their policy 
of coercion, the fist, the bludgeon, and the 
gun. 

Charles F. Waltz of Cincinnati represented 
the Employers’ association of that city, com- 
prising twenty-two trade organizations hav- 
ing a membership of 3,500, and the National 
Citizens’ Industrial association. 

Mr. Waltz declared that the labor organi- 
zations were maintaining a lobby in Wash- 
ington to further the passage of the bill, while 
the employing interests of the whole country 
were aroused to defeat the measure. It was, 
he said, ctass legislation of the rankest kind. 
Mr. Waltz declared that it was impossible 
to compel labor to keep the laws or prevent 
them from making a hell out of a free coun- 
try. Every. strike, he said, was primarily 
for the recognition of the union. The com- 
mittee, he said, could not afford to pass such 
a tyrannical measure. 

Continuing, Mr. Waltz declared that the 
courts of the country long ago had awakened 
to the fact that there was anarchy in the 
country and he appealed to the committee 
not to rob the courts of the power they now 
have to suppress it. 

Declared Revolutionary. 

The bill, he said, was revolutionary, in 
that it would tear down the decisions of 
the courts for years in their efforts to guar- 
antee justice to both citizen and property. 

George C. Hough of Washington, repre-

CHICAGO'S NEEDS 


Im provements for the New. 
Postoffice Building Recom- | 
mended by Committee. . 


WILL TRY TUBE SYSTEM. 


Report Favors Vacation of Side- 
walk on Dearborn Side 
Structure. 


Washington, D. Feb. 26.—The of 
the committee of postal experts who iIn- 
vestigated the conditions of the wagon and 
transfer service at the Chicago postoffice 
and the various railway stations and the 
needs of the new postoffice building was made 
public today by the postmaster general. 3 

The committee consisted of First Assistant. 
Postmaster General Wynne, whorepresented 
the postmaster general directly; Postmaster. 
Coyne, E. L. West, andJ. M:.Masten of the 
railway mail service, and J. H. Crew, superin- | 
tendent of railway adjustment, postoffice de- 
partment. 

The report recommends that the handling 
and transportation of the mails by the Illinois 
Telephone and Telegraph company be given — 
an experimental test service between the 
Union and Northwestern railroad depots for 
not less than three months without expense 
to the postoffice department. 

If improvement in time and efficiency is 
shown and the company will agree to a con- 
tract to carry the mails bétween the general 
postoffice and. the six railway. depots at no 
greater expense than that under the present 
competitive system by horses and wagons, it 
recommends that the tunhel system be adopt- 
ed as part of the Chicago postal service. 


Service Should Be Efficient. ° 


The committee expresses the opinion that 
the cost of the service should not exceed that 
of the necessary wagon mail service between 
the same points, and that the tunnel project 
must be efficient by reason of the substan- 
tial character of the construction of the canal 
tunnel, and the completeness of its equip-. 
ment, it being operated by a third rail electric. 
system, with a block and signal apparatus. 

The report makes the following other rec- 
ommendations: 

That the wagon platform in the basement' 
of the new building be set back as far as 
possible, widening the driveway for the 
length of-at least seventy-two feet on either 
side of the central lower, to accommodateat. 
least twenty wagons instead of eight. 

That the elevators and chutes leading from 
the second and first floors to the basement. 
platform be also set back, allowing of the: 
— additional widening of the drive- 


“That the driveway at the Jackson boule- 
vard end be equipped with a link belt with’ 
devices about each forty-eight feet, to which 
the wagons can be attached so as to assist 
the team up the heavy grade. The. link 
belts, being intended to keep the speed of 
wagons emerging from the driveway under 
control, so as to prevent accidents to persons 
or teams on sidewalk or street. 

That the vacating of the sidewalk on the 
Dearborn street side of*the new building 
be secured by. appropriate iegislation of the 
Chie ity council, and that provision by 
necessary ‘appropriations be made to repave 
the space occupied by the sidewalk on the. 
street level, and for the erection of a shed 
extending along the entire’ Dearborn street 
side, with a raised center.over the entrance. 


Branch Office to Be Enlarged. 

That the enlargement of the branch post- 
office at the Union, depot and the establish- 
ment of a similar postal station at the North- 
western depot for the handling of mails from 
the’ north and west side business districts are 
of the greatest importance, in view of the 
conditions at the new postoffice building. The 
additional space required at the Union depot 
may be secured by a rearrangement of the 
space and its better utilization. 

The ‘representatives. of the Chicago and 
Northwestern railway company have agreed 
to submit plans and estimates for a new 
building upon their property on Kinzie street, 
near Wells street, approximately 32x120 feet. 
two stories and basement, for a full postal 
station, with increased facilities for con- 
veniently receiving and dispatching mails 
to and from the R. P. C. cars of their railway, 
as well as the electric street railway post- 
offices.

The prospects for any» extensive iegisiation 
regarding the Philippine islands are not par- 
ticularly bright. There is a disposition in 
congress to avold anything which likely will 
provoke opposition or which could be dis- 
torted into campaign sere for the demo- 
crats. 

There is a feeling that the Philippine oom- 
mission has about as much authority.as fs 
necessary to govern the islands, so that 
there should be a considerable lapse of time 
before any attempt is made to make radical 
changes in the government there.

One Bill Authorizes Issue of Konds. 

One bill ‘authorizes the local government 
of the Philippines to issue 4 per vent bonds, 
not to exceed $5,000,000 at any one time, to 
provide funds for the construction of bridges 
and public highways, and make other perma- 
nent improvements throughout the islands. 

Another measure proposes to authorize any 
municipality’ to issue bonds with the ap- 
proval of the president to an amount not in 
excess of 8 per cent of the assessed valua- 
tion of the town for the purpose of providing 
funds for proper sewers, water, and other 
municipal improvements, 

The two measures have been informally dis- 
cussed by the committee and likely will be 
favorably reported, but no formal action has 
yet been taken, and these bills, with many 
others, after all may be held up until the 
next session of congress. 

Mr. Crumpacker also proposes to limit the 
hdldings of corporations to such an amount 
as may be necessary to carry out the pur- 
poses for which they are created, the object 
being to prevent the holding of large tracts 
of public land by a few individuals who have 


the express purpose. 


Merchant Marine Law Proposed. 

The committee on merchant marine has 
under consideration a bill to extend the navi- 
gation law so as to cover trade between the 
‘United States and the Philippines. This 
would mean that all freight between San 
Francisco and Manila would have to be car- 
ried in American bottoms. 

There is strong opposition to the bill, be- 
cause it is asserted it would result in the 
creation of an extraordinary monopoly, 
which would be in effect the Pacific Mail 
Steamship company. In the long run, of 
course, such a measure would build up an 
American merchant marine engaged exclu- 
sively in the Philippime trade, just as our 
coastwise trade has been built up in this 
country. 

There are particular conditions in the Phil- 
fppines, however, and even in this bill, which 
limits the trade between the United States 
and the islands to American ships, it is pro- 
vided that this shall not apply to transporta- 
tion either of merchandise or passengers be- 
tween ports in the Philippine archipelago it- 
self. It is-realized the interisland trade is 
not yet important enough to justify build- 
ing American ships at once to carry it on 
under a coastwise monopoly.

Poolrooms js the inspiring ery of the 
Go Upstairs. Chicago poolroom clique. In 
the indirect, anonymous 
manner in which such things become known 
it is announced that those who run hand- 
books on horseraces are to move their string 
of establishments upstairs. Possibly a high- 
minded desire to get away from this sordid 
earth prompts the move, but more probably 
life on the ground floor has become too com- 
plicated for comfort. Honest patrolmen 
were sorely inconvenienced in the recent 
graft investigation when asked how they 
failed to observe crowded betting places 
operating almost upon the public sidewalk. 
The ever thoughtful gambling trust wishes 
t© spare the police department such em- 
Dbatrassing situations in the future. It an- 
mounces it will go upstairs, out of sight. 
But that is too tame and futile a concession 
to answer. Poolrooms within a marine 
league of shore, whether upward or seaward. 
are within the jurisdiction of the law. The 
law should search them out if it has to go 
up to the attic or the roof after them. 


Madagascar, lying in the 
Indian ocean off the south- About 
east coast of Africa, and Madagascar. 
ranking fourth in the list 
of the world’s great islands, is rivaling Japan 
in the rapidity of its modernization. Under 
the last nine years of its French protectorate 
this barbarously savage continent has as- 
sumed the restraints and forms of bureau- 
eratic civilization with a speed unequaled 
by any subtropical community. Human 
life is now perfectly safe anywhere amongst 
its 8,000,000 Malayo-African inhabitants. 
With Gallic attention to administrative de- 
tail the island has been divided into twenty- 
nine provinces and districts, which support 
local governments, telephone and telegraph 
systems, and even an efficient weather bu- 
reau.. If the above rose colored accounts 
are true, France has succeeded better with 
Madagascar than with her other colonies. 
The fault has always lain inthe irrepressible 
tendency of the home government to meddle 
in the details of the colonial management. 
If France realty is succeeding with Mada- 
gascar, we venture to assert that she has at 
last learned her lesson and is meddling with 
it less than has been her wont with her other 
colonies. 


NO SERVICE PENSION LAW. 

Those men who served in the civil war 
ana who were even slightly disabled in con- 
sequence should, and do, receive liberal 
pensions. That is plain justice. 

Those whe served and who are now iin- 
poverished—even though their poverty is 
in nO way the result of their service— 
should, and do, receive liberal pensions, 

Shat is plain gratitude. 

But it would be an error to extend the 
aireedy generous limits which now mark 
the pension laws and to pay pensiors not 
merely to those who are in want or who 
svere disabled but also to those who are at 
once sound, healthy, and in comfortable 
circumstances.

In 1887 congress passed an ill advirod act 
giving all survivors above the age of (2 
rears a service pension of $8 a month. 
Under that law Judge Tuley draws a little 
pension which he does not need. The ad- 
vocates of service pension legislation ask 
cougress to do on a grand scale what it did 
on a small scale seventeen years azo and to 
foree pensions on something like 200,000 


men who are not pensionable under existing 


liberal laws. 

A service pension law will be a costly 
affair, and congress should be slow to sad- 
dle new, heavy expenses upon the taxpay- 
ers. Since 1865 the disbursements for pen- 
sions have been $2,942,000,000, and while 
the country will not be ruined if heary 
payment on account of pensions continue 
for several years, there ought to be some 
regard for economy. It is not because cf 
the amount of money involved that Tuer 
T'r1ByNE chiefly objects to service pension 
legislation but because of the vicious prin- 
ciple underlying it. This paper protested 
when service pens'ons were given the com- 
paratively small number of Mexican war 
soldiers, and it protests now when it is pro- 
Tosed to copy that evil precedent. 


LAW, GAMBLING, AND POLITICS. 

Chief O’ Neill has made a serious mistake 
in tactics. There was no reason why he 
should have rushed so openly to the defense 
of Policeman Cosad. It is true that Cosad 
had done his little best to protect the sub- 
stantia] citizen, James O'Leary, from the 
persecution of the officious upstart, Lieut. 
Sullivan. It is true that, in pursuance of 
his determination to prevent the enforce- 
ment of the tiresome law against gambling, 
Cosad had disobeyed the orders of his supe- 
rior officer. These feats undoubtedly en- 
titled Cosad to consideration. Perhaps they 
even justified promotion. But both consid- 
eration and promotion should have been 
meted out, as heretofore, unobtrusively. 
There should have been no ostentatious ap- 
pearance before the trial board. There 
should have been no public slap on the face 
for the officer who tried to enforce the law. 
There should have been no public pat on the 
head for the inferior officer who tried to 
keep the law unenforced. Such indecent 
revelations of the internal workings of the 
body politic tend to accentuate that irrev- 
erence for public officials which, as has 
often been pointed out to us, we Americans 
have elevated into a national characteristic. 

Lieut. Sullivan told Cosad to raid a pool- 
room at 460 East Forty-seventh street. 
Cosad said that he didn’t know how. Lieut. 
Sullivan, having spent a considerable part 
of his official life in performing his official 
duties, did know how. He walked over to 
460 Bast Forty-seventh street and accom- 


plished the raid for himself. In doing this 


he simply followed the precedents which he 
had set on the day of his arrival in his pres- 
ent precinct. His work in that precinct has 


‘been a terror to the professional criminals 


as well as to the professional guardians of 
the law. 

A few days after the raid which has been 
mentioned Lieut. Sullivan ordered Cosad 
to swear out a warrant for the arrest of the 
Cosad objected. 
He carried his objections to the length of 
insubordination. The inevitable conse- 
quence was that Lieut. Sullivan took him 
before the police trial board for discipline. 
This was the point where Chief O’ Neill 
made his mistake. Two safe courses lay 
before him. First, he might have allowe! 
Cesad to get reprimanded. This would 
have made no stir and would have had little 
effect. Second, he might have transferred 
Lieut. Sullivan to some cabbage putch in 
sume remote part of the city. This would 
nave made no stir and would have had much 
effect. The gamblers would have been left 
secure and unabashed in O’Learyviile and 
the official policy of knowing nothing about 
gambling would have been maintaine. in- 
tect. 

But what did Chief O’Neill do? He 
spread all sail and blew into a public session 
ot the trial board. He told the trial hoard 
that Lieut. Sullivan had exceede] his pow- 
ers. He secured an official exoneration of 
Gosad. Technically he may have beer 
right. Practically he was wrong. Lieut. 
Sullivan may have gone a step too far in 
his enthusiasm against gamblers. But 
what impression will be produced upon the 
citizens of Chicago by the spectacle of a 
capable and energetic officer being repudi- 
ated and rebuked by the head of the force? 

Chief O'Neill ought by this time to be 
consumed with regret for not havivg stuck 
to his policy of standing pat. He has laid 
down his hand and he has revealed an in- 
teresting situation in the great triangulur 
game oft law, gambling, and politics. 


PANAMA CANAL COMMISSION. 
The Panama canal commission is com- 
posed of experts who will work harmonious- 
ly together and be a most efficient whole. 


In selecting the men who are to have charge 


of the greatest work any nation has yet 
undertaken, President Roosevelt was unin- 
fluenced by political, personal, or sectional 
considerations. He was properly deaf to 
appeals that he “ recognize” a particular 
state by appointing one of its citizens a 
member. There are senators who are dis- 
pleased because there is no patronage for 
them in connection with the canal. The 
public will not sympathize with them in 
their affliction. 

There is one name in the list of com- 
missioners which everybody knew would be 
there. It is that of Admiral Walker. It 
would have been impossible to leave him 
out, for nobody knows so much about the 
canal question as he does. He was presi- 
dent of the Nicaragua canal commission, 
and has been president of the Isthmian 
canal commission since it was created in 
1899. His profound knowledge of the sub- 
ject and his engaging personal qualities, in- 
cluding an ability to get along with men, 


make him indispensable. 


The army is to be represented on the com- 
mission by Gen. Davis, who gave satis- 
factory evidence of his executive capacity 
while he was military governor of Porto 
Rico. The engineering profession will be 
represented by men of national reputation. 
Among them is William Barclay Parsons, 
the engineer of the great New York subway. 
Another is William H. Burr, now a member 
of the Isthmian canal commission, and an- 
other is C. Ewald Grunsky, who has made 
a specialty of hydraulic engineering; Ben- 
jamin M. Harrod, who has been a member 
of the Mississippi river commission since 
1879 and has had experience which will be 
of peculiar value in dealing with certain 
problems of canal construction, has been 
asked to serve, but it is not known whether 
he will accept. New Orleans papers accuse 
him of having favored contractors at the 
expense of the city when engineer for the 
drainage commission. While leading mem- 
bers of his profession have exonerated him, 
his selection is not a popular one in New 
Orleans. 

Prank J. Hecker, who was director of 
army transportation during the Spanish- 
American war, will serve on the commission. 
The question of transportation in connection 


with the canal ‘work will be one of much 
importance, and it is desirable that there 
should be one member who understands it 
perfectly. | 

The commission will be a well balanced 
body. It will be able to devise the best 
plans for the canal and to see to it that they 
are intelligently carried out. It will be able 
to handle successfully the many subordinate 
questions which will come up during the 
work. It will be a capable, practical com- 
mission, free from all political taint. 


JAPANESE STRATEGY. 

The “ military expert” operating on this 
side of the world is evidently laboring under 
the disadvantage of a too extended line of 
communications. He is perfectly justified 
in making the famous complaint uttered 
against Napoleon by the Austrian general, 
that the Japanese “ won’t fight according to 
the correct rules of strategy.” _ 

It is pretty hard to keep up with the move- 
ments of the Japanese after they. have been 
made, and a good deal harder to anticipate 
what they will do next. Attention had been 
earefully directed, with Japanese astute- 
ness, to the armies in Corea. Dispatches 
were allowed to issue freely from Tokio and 
Nagasaki about the enormous forces bound 
for Chemulpo and Seoul. Vague hints were 
even permitted to travel under the ocean at 
a stiff rate per word about the intention to 
seize Pingyang and eventually to fortify the 
south bank of the Yalu. Projected descents 
on the Liaotung peninsula were wisely in- 
timated, but not a whisper came about 
movements around Viadivostok. Noone ex- 
pected anything to happen there. Bvery 
one wiped that region off his private war 
map as being too cold for news. 

Nevertheless, with irritating perversity, 
the report comes in, with the added authority 
of a missionary’s sanction, that a Japanese 
army has actually debarked in the neigh- 
borhood of Vladivostok. The reverend gen- 
tleéman who gives this startling information 
to the world falls into the common error of 
blending fact and surmise. He knows, or 
believes he does, that the Japanese have 
landed at Possiet bay and have pushed west 
a few miles to Hunchan. That may well 
be true. But he adds that they are going 
to march on Kirin. His guess about what 
they are going to do next may well be as 
mistaken as the guesses of other people 
regarding the intentions of the Japanese 
generals.

The Cossacks 
would close in behind them and threaten or 
destroy their communications to the sea 
at Possiet bay. To be at Kirin would ena- 
ble them to cut communication neither on 
the Port Arthur nor the Vladivestok rail- 
way. 
Further than this tentative opinion we 
do not at present propose to venture. Let 
us concede that the Japanese generals have 
so far shown themselves complete masters 
of that most important precept of strategy 
which enjoins a commander to keep his 
movements, his numbers, and his plans con- 
cealed.

‘HE new duke of Auerstaedt is, like his 
gallant father, who has just passed 
over to the majority, a soldier, andisa 
subaltern of the Thirteenth infantry 
regiment. The late duke was the third 

of his line, and the nephew of that famous 
tield marshal, Davout, of .the first empire, 
who won his dukedom of Auerstaedt and his 
title of prince of Eckmuh!] on sanguinary 
fields of battle in Germany. His name is to 
this day execrated in Germany for his terr!- 
ble severity while governor of eastern Prus- 
sia, and at Hamburg the people still shudder 
at the stories of the extortions to which he 
subjected that city and its leading inhabi- 
tants, his depredations including the loot- 
ing of the entire Bank of Hamburg, at that 
time the most important institution of its 
kindin Germany. Indeed, much of the bitter- 
ness displayed by the Germaris toward the 
French during the war of 1870 was due to 
tales of the cruelties to which their paren 
had been subjected by Marshal Davout an 
his armies in the early part of the last cen- 
tury. 


Like his comrade, Field Marshal Berna- 
dotte, he received the offer of a throne— 
namely: that of Poland. But unlike Berna- 
dotte, who became monarch of Sweden and 
Norway, Davout rejected the proffered crown 
with the remark that he preferred to be a 
field marshal of France to being king of 
Poland, or of any other foreign country. The 
marshal] left two children, a daughter, the 
late Marquise de Blocqueville, who, for the 
purpose of commemorating her father's 
name erected a magnificently equipped light- 
house on one of the most dangerous points 
of the Atlantic coast of France, and a son, the 
second duke, who died without issue in 1853. 
Napoleon Ill. thereupon issued a decree au- 
thorizing the nephew of the marshal, son of 
the latter’s younger brother, to assume the 
title of duke of Auerstaedt as third duke, 
the princely title of Eckmuhl, however, be- 
coming extinct, 


The name is kept alive, however, by its 
having been given to the lighthouse men- 
tioned above as erected by the Marquise de 
Blocqueville. She was a grand old woman, 
and in her younger days famed for her 
beauty at the court of Queen Marie Amelie, 
of whom she was one of the intimate friends. 
During the commune insurrection some of 
the rebels came to her mansion cn the Quai 
Malaquais to plunder it. She came forward 
bravely, however, and pointing to her fath- 
er’s portrait, shamed them into an abandon- 
ment of their intentions; then gave them 
food and money and sent them away. At 
the end of the commune she not only con- 
cealed one or two of its chiefs in her man- 
sion, once the home of Cardinal Mazarin, but 
actually allowed them a pension until the 
amnesty had permitted them to return to 
France, and to earn their own living. 

The late duke, having already rendered 
himself conspicuous by his gallantry as an 
infantry officer in the Algerian campaigns, 
distinguished himself so greatly in the 
Crimean and Austrian wars as to attract 
Napoleon III.’s attention, and during the 
siege of Metz commanded the last sortie made 
by the beleaguered garrison, a sortie which 
would @iave succeeded had the duke been 
properly supported by Marshal Bazaine. 
During that war he repeated as a colonel 
and as a general the feats that he had al- 
ready performed as a young major at Sol- 
ferino—namely: the capture of cannon from 
the enemy. After the declaration of peace 
in 1871 he offered his sword to the republic, 
and took part in the suppression of the 
commune. 

Then, in spite of his being a general, he 
sat down to study the various branches of 
the army with which he was unacquainted. 
Realizing the immense importance of artil- 
lery and the predominant part played by it 
in giving the Germans the victory, he asked 
and obtained the command of a brigade of 
artillery, and refused all promotions and 
offers of transfer until he felt that he had 
thoroughly mastered that particular branch 
of the service. So it was with the cavalry, 
and afterward with the staff, of which he 
was for a time the chief. So highly valued, 
indeed, were his services by the republic that 
when he reached the age that rendered his 
retirement from the army compulsory he was 
appointed to the lucrative office of grand 
chancellor of the order of the Legion of 
Honor, which enabled him to remain on the 
active list. He continued to hold this dig- 
nity until the controversies in connection 


the order at the time of the Dreyfus im- 
broglio, and his refusal to countenance ap- 
pointments made by the administration of 
the day led him to resign and to withdraw 
into private life. The new duke, like his 
father, is related to some of the oldest houses 
of the French aristocracy, and has been 
married about two years. 


Emperor William is determined to ob- 
serve the strictest kind of neutrality dur- 
ing the present conflict between Japan and 
Russia, and has intimated to his govern- 
ment that every precaution must be taken 
to prevent German shipping from being, en- 
gaged in blockade running and from supply- 
ing war maderial and other stores to the 
belligerents. This attitude on his part will 
affect the Japanese more seriously than the 
Russians. For the former have placed large 
orders for war material and stores in Ger- 
many, which cannot mow be executed. 

King Edward, too, has issued a proclama- 
tion of neutrality, which is exceptionally 
strongly worded, warning British subjects 
who may, in defiance of his decree, be caught 
carrying to either belligerent troops, dis- 
patches, arms, military stores, etc., or who 
may take up arms either for Russia or for 
Japan, that they will not only forfeit the 
protection which they would otherwise en- 
joy as British subjects but will likewise 
be visited with severe pains and penalties 
in the shape of fine and imprisonment at 
the hands of the English tribunals. 


It may be of ‘interest to add that in this 
war the sympathies not only of the king and 
queen of Italy but also of their people are 
wholly with Russia and against Japan. 
For the Italians have never forgotten that 
it is Japan which took the leading part in 
the opposition of the powers to their oc- 
cupation of Sanmun in China and forcing 
them to retire from:-there. This was ex- 
ceedingly humiliating to the pride of Italy, 
which had expected to secure a foothold 
in China Mke Germany, France, England, 
and Russia. From that moment all the 
former sympathies of Italy for Japan turned 
to hate. 


Lord Queensberry is once again in the bank- 
ruptcy court for the third or fourth time since 
his accession to the title. The present mar- 
quis is well known in this country, where 
however, he is infinitely less popular than 
was his eccentric, brilliant, and thorougb’~ 
manly father. The present marquis first 
came before the public in a painful 
fashion by a hand to hand encounter 
with his father in Piccadilly, in which he 
got distinctly the worse of the fray. 

The present Lord Queensberry was at one 
time in the navy, later on in the navy, and 
was prominently connected in many of those 
mining emterprises with which the name of 
the late Whitaker Wright was associated, 
enterprises which involved Lord Dufferin 
amd many othersin ruin. Lord Queensberry 
was Kikewise in that odd railroad accident 
here some years ago, when the Empire state 
express slipped into the Hudson river. Ac- 
cording to proceedings in the bankruptcy 
court his income is only about $4,000 a year, 
which is little enough for a marquis with 
a wife and family, amd when he succeeded 
to the peerage on his father’s death he ad- 
mits that he owed $800,000 to money lenders 
and insurance companies, having only re- 
ceived about $200,000 of that amount in cash, 
the remainder representing interest and 
charges.

CHICAGO ORCHESTRA CONCERT. 


It was a happy afternoon for two young 
people at the Chicago orchestra rehearsal 
yesterday in the Auditorium. Both of them 
knew a “‘ big moment,”’ for they tasted the 
sweets of a first time of important achieve- 
ment and ofimportant approval. Frederick 
Stock, the assistant conductor of the orches- 
tra, made his first appearance before the 
audience as a composer, and Miss Blanche 
Sherman was heard for the first time asa 
piano soloist. Each received the hearty com- 
mendation of the listeners, and in each in- 
— this commendation was largely mer- 
ite 


Miss Sherman, after years of study here in 
Chicago, was considered sufficiently gifted 
and far enough advanced to be sent ‘to Europe 
to be “finished.” Many talented young 
Americans are finished in Europe—that’s 
why, perhaps, their departure is so frequent- 
ly the last we hear of them. Miss Sherman 
returned to us, however, and yesterday she 
gave the first proofs with orchestra of what 
her years in Vienna had done for her. That 
she had been to the Leschitizky fount of 
pianistic proficiency and perfection was re- 
vealed by her playing, even had the listener 
not already been informed of her journey 
thither. She has most of the virtues and also 
most of the faults of the school of which she 
is a product. Her fingers are fleet, generally 
sure and reasonably strong, her wrists are 
supple and yet not wanting in power, and the 
tone she wins from her instrument is big and 
vibrant, even if it be hard, as the student- 
Leschitizky tone almost invariably ts. 

Along the lines of interpretation she has 
acquired the appreciation of strong contrast 
in light and shade, indulges in abundant va- 
riation of tempo and rhythm, understands 
the clear articulation of the musical phrase, 
and, being gifted by nature of a fair amount | 
of temperament and imagination, is able to 
impart something of individuality to her 
work. Yesterday she proved herselfa young 
pianist of good natural endowment, who has 
acquired much that fs necessary and desira- 
ble along technical lines, and who gives prom- 
ise of achieving in due season musical results 
of worth. 

That she should appear as soloist of a con- 
cert by the Chicago orchestra is justified only 
on the grounds of local interest and good 
will, and by the fact that the solo list this 
season has been scarcely up to the standard 
which should obtain in one of the first orches- 
tral organizations of the world. The Tschai- 
kowsky Concerto in B flat minor, which Miss 
Sherman played yesterday, is a work which 
only a pianist of robust physical powers and 
broad interpretative sweep should choose. 
It is the most grateful composition in the 
concerto literature of the piano, but not for 
young maids or feeble matrons. Either a 
man or an amazon must handle it. Miss 
Sherman did all that her physical lightness 
and her commendable musical] gifts permit- 
ted her to do, but the choice was an unfortu- 
nate one, for she was handicapped before she 
began. The audience was generous in its 
approval and demanded an encore, which was 
given in brilliant fashion. , 

Mr. Stock came forward as the composer 
of a set of Symphonic Variations, and right 
admirably did he acquit himself. The work 
does more than speak of hightalent. It tells 
of big possibilities, but it is also in itself a 
composition of distinct interest and worth. 
The theme ig a somber, almost sinister one, 
but it has character and strength, and the 
variations reveal fine fantasy, excellent ap- 
preciation of the value of contrast, a good 
sense of conciseness, and a splendid mastery 
of the orchestral instrument. It is a work 
containing much of beauty, much of musical 
value, arid the hearty double recall the audi- 
ence gave the young composer wag thor- 
oughly deserved. 

The orchestra was heard in a virtually 
faultless performance of Tschaikowsky’s 
ever delightful Fifth Symphony, in the Pre- 
lude, and the Liebestod for Tristan—the Pre- 
ludé taken at unusually slow tempo—and the 
Wagner Kaisermarsch. 

The program will be given again tonight at 
8:15 o’ clock.

LON —Drain and chop fine two dozen 
large oysters, put In a double boiler with a 
little water, and heat slowly to draw out 
as much juice as possible. Press through a 
fine sieve and add to the liquor that was 
first drained off. Put on the fire and into 
it beat the white of one egg; let it boil about 
one minute, then remove from the fire, and 
after it has stood three or four minutes 
strain through a piece of cheese cloth dou- 
bled.

OYSTER SOUP—Strain all the liquor from 
two quarts oysters; to the liquor add one 
quart hot water, let it come to a boil and 
skim; then season with two tablespoons but- 
ter, a saltspoon of salt, and half as much 
pepper.

BAKED OYSTERS«Toast brown six 
slices stale bread, butter on both sides, and 
place around the sides of a baking dish;

BROILED OYSTERS—Drain one quart 
oysters, steam the liquor, and cook in a 
sauce pan; skim, add one-half cup cream, 
one tablespoon butter, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one-fourth pepper, a little chopped 
parsley, and lemon juice; let come to a 
boil. Toast brown thin slices of bread.

SCALLOPED OYSTERS—Put layers of 
buttered bread crumbs well seasoned with 
salt and pepper and layers of oysters in the 
biager over hot water.

OYSTER CANAPES—Cut off the tops of 
round raised biscuits, and take out the soft 
inside. Brown the shells in deep fat, or but- 
ter them and toast them in the oven. Fill 


the shells with creamed oysters. Instead of 


biscuits you may cut bread in round slices 
two inches thick and hollow out the center. 
Creamed veal, chicken, fieh, or lobster may 
be used instead of oysters.

OME years ago—! forget just how many

I will some day.

When Dr. Rains- 
ford became rector of St. George’s, on Stuy- 
vesant square, he founda fine big churcb ‘ut 
no congregation. Most of the old members 
had moved uptown. The new people, who 
lived in small apartments, some of them in 
tenement houses, did not take kindly to the 
church, and it was gradually falling into 
decay. It had some influential members, but 
not enough,to set it on its feet. Dr. Rains- 
ford before he was called to St. George’s had 
made a name for himself as the rector of @ 
church in Toronto. His reputation had 
reached New York, and J. Pierpont Morgan 
and his brother-in-law, Mr. Charles Tracy, 
had, I believe, heard him preach there, and 
made up their minds that he was the man 
to build up St. George’s. He was called sev-~- 
eral times before he came, .but having some 


cepted the call. He came to New York to 
see the wardens, who met him in Mr. Mor- 
gan'’s library. They talked the matter over, 
and Dr. Rainsford said that he would come 
on certain conditions. *‘ Name your condi- 
tions,’"’ said Mr. Morgan; and he did. 
** First,’’ he said, “‘ you must make the church 
absolutely free—buy out all those who will 
not surrender their pews; next, abolish all 
committees in the church except the vestry; 
and, third, I must have $10,000 for three years, 
apart from my salary, to spend as I see fit; 
my salary I leave to you.” 

** Done,” said Mr. Morgan; and when Mr. 
Morgan says **‘ done ”’ it is done. 


Dr. Rainsford began to preach jto a small 
congregation, and he thinks that there was 
en advantage in this. He did not open the 
galleries of the church at all; there were 
kno curiosity seekers, and the growth was 
slow. He started out in the beginning to 
try to reach the people in the neighborhood. 
-He knew they had never been reached be- 
fore, and they never could have been reached 
with the old pew church system. Since Dr. 
Rainsford came to New York forty churches 
below Twentieth street have moved uptown, 
and over 300,000 people have moved into that 
section of the city from which the forty 
churches have gone. ‘“ That,” says Dr. 
. Rainsford, ‘‘is the great mistake the Prot- 
estant churches have made. They are all 
alike—Presbyterians, Episcopalians, Bap- 
tists, Methodists—their whole idea of 
church relation is based on the family that 
can live in a twenty foot house. As soon 
as that social unit moves away from them 
they are lost.”’ 

It was not all plain sailing for Dr. Rains- 
ford when he began his work. He had a 
pretty rough element to deal with on the 
east side. The inhabitants of Avenue A re- 
sented his missionary work. His first mis- 
sion was a Sunday school for boys, held in 
a room behind a saloon on that strenuous 
avenue. The first day he went there he 
found about seventy-five or eighty boys, 
ranging in age from 10 to 16. The boys had 
come for fun, not for instruction. When the 
rector walked in he found them ranged like 
a wedge, and before he could say a word 
he was knocked flat on the floor—full length 
—and for a while they had a pretty rough 
time until he and his associates cleaned out 
about twenty of the worst of them. Dr. 
Rainsford is an athlete—a muscular Christian 
—and the “tough” who attacks him has 
to reckon not only with a man of muscle 
but one who understands the art of self- 
defense. The doctor tells us of one man, a 
big strong fellow, who came and sat down 
in the Sunday school and began to talk in 
a way that a man should not talk to a lady.

Dr. Rainsford believes in giving the poor 
as much pleasure as they can have. He real- 
izes that there is no chance for privacy in 
the families of the tenements and conse- 
quently little religious life. 

We may as well face that. Their working hours 
are long and hard; they must be up before 6 in 
the morning, and, on the other hand, they are 
apt to stay up late at night. The greatest need 
in our city today is places of recreation; they 
are far more needed than libraries. Good, whole- 
some recreation is firet couein to religion; the 
rest and refreshing of the body go a long way 
towards giving the soul a show. I have studied 
the needs of the people and have tried to meet 
them, I wish rich men would give the people 
more opportunities for pleasure—innocent pleas- 
ure. I do not especially indorse Mr. Carnegie’s 
gifts to libraries. Libraries are good things, but 
in New York there are things we need more. We 
need plsasure houses far more in New York—places 
of amusement that wil] mot degrade. For in- 
stance, I have had a good man come to me and 
say, *‘ Next week is the anniversary of our wed- 
ding and I want to give a li¢le dinner and dance 
to my wife and her friends. Do you know of any 
ball I can get?’ And I cannot tell hin where 
to go. My boys and girls wanted to dance. I 
wanted a place for them, and I had to bring them 
right our parish bullding, but it is not 
proper place. There is not-room enough. The 
church ought to meet the social needs of the peo- 
ple, and the social needs of the people of the tene- 
ment district of New York are not the social

‘First of a Napoleonic Trilogy, Reviewed. by Bila 
W. Peattie. 


HE critics cave, I believe, been not a 
little diverted by the latest perform- 
ance of Thomas Hardy. It is a drama 
~—a drama with some of the character- 
istics of an epic—in three volumes and 

139 scenes. The title is “‘ THE DYNASTS”’ 
(Harper & Bros.), the subject the Napoleonic 
wars; the reason for being the same that 
impelled Homer to write of the siege of Troy. 
Like Homer, Mr. Hardy has his dealings 
with Olympus, or the “ Overworld,” as he 
more fitly calls it, and this place he has filled 
with a Chorus of Pities, Choruses of Sinister 
and Ironic Spirits, a Chorus of Rumors, a 
Chorus of the Years, and their respective 
Avatars, not to mention the Recording 
Angels, Spirit Messengers, etc., etc. 

I am not any more amused at such a per- 
formance from a contemporary man than I 
am at such achievements from men long 
buried, and it does not seem to me that any 
person, even though he be a critic, should be 
in haste to ally himself with the Chorus of 
lronic Spirits. Mr. Hardy has an independ- 
ent way of thinking, and he has thought and 
te:it much. He has now reached a sort of 
Overworld himself, even as Tolstoi has and 
as Sabatier did. He is on a high plane, and 
can look down upon men with a certain feel- 
ing of impersonality, even “as the gods 
above us.” . But it is ¢haracteristic of the 
author of “* Tess of the D'Urbervilles,” and 
of ‘“‘ Jude the Obscure,”’ that he should make 
his Chorus of Pities strong and sweet. He 


is not one to view sinking ships and drown- 


ing men with that impassive interest which, 
we are led to believe, was the chief posses- 
sion of the insolent gods of old Olympus. 
Mr. Hardy’s two remaining volumes may, 
possibly, not be written. A note at the end 
of the present book says they are in hand, 
but their publication is not assured. The 
scenario is indicated by the table of con- 
tents, published in advance and subject to 
revision. But Mr. Hardy will do serious in- 
justice to himself and greatly disappoint a 
respectful audience if he does not complete 
this work. It is an ancient idea with him, 
and he has now the leisure to finish it ac- 
cording to his fancy. The taint of money 
will not lie in any degree upon this under- 
taking. It should be the ripe, disinterested 
labor of a man who has always had a genius 
for getting at the human soul, and who, in 
dealing with this great subject of the Na- 
poleonic wars in a psychological manner, 
undertakes a large emprise. Carlyle knew 
the importance of it. He tried to rise to it. 
He expressed himself upon the subject in 
impassioned apostrophes, which it pleased a 
dull time to term history. He knew that 
some inner soul of meaning lay in that re- 
volt of the peoples, something not turbu- 
lence, something never entirely formulated, 
something so vast, so resonant, so stirring 
that the sounds of it were never quite to die 
out. 


I quote Carlyle: 

‘‘Sansculottism is dead, extinguished by 
new isms of that kind whieh were its own 
natural progeny; and it is buried, we may 
say, with deafening jubilation and dishar- 
mony of funeral knell on their part, that 
only after ¢»me half-century or so does one 
begin to learn clearly why it was ever alive. 
And yet a meaning lay in it: Sansculottism 
verily was alive, a New Birth of TIME; nay, 
it still lives, and is not dead but changed. 
The soul of it. still lives, still works far and 
wide through one bodily shape into another 
less amorphous, as is the way of cunning 
Time with its New Births—till, in some per- 
fected shape, it embrace the whole circuit of 
the world! For the wise man may now 
everywhere discern that he must found on 
his manhood, not on the garnitures of his 
manhood. He who, in these Epochs of our 
Europe, founds on garnitures, formulas, 
culottisms of what sort soever, is founding 
on old cloth and sheepskin and cannot en- 
dure.” 

Well, are England and America remem- 
bering the lesson or cherishing the inner 
meaning of this thing to which Carlyle re- 
fers? If they are not, if the ‘‘ garnitures,”’ 
differing in quality, but still insistent above 
the mere man and his manliness, once more 
hold the attention and win the applause, 
then there is reason enough why Thomas 
Hardy, now wise with years and always 
conscientious, should say his say and make 
his reminders. We rage at Russia for deny- 
ing Tolstoi, but there are other forms of de- 
nying prophets and teachers than by driving 
them forth beyond the boundaries of the 
country. 


To attempt a review of Mr. Hardy’s work 
upon this one volume is for me an impossi- 
bility, however easy it may have been for 
more accomplished reviewers. He appears 
to me to have set forth the proposition 
merely, and the one strong impression it 
leaves on my mind is Pitt’s broken heart 
and his sad words after Austerlitz: 

“Roll up that map. "Twill not be needed 
now. | 

These ten years. Realms, laws, peoples, 
dynasties, 

Are churning to a pulp within the maw 

Of empire making Lust and personal Gain!” 

I could have wished myself that the spirit 
of Jean Jacques Rousseau head been shad- 
owed forth in Hardy’s Overworld—that 
vacillating spirit, for which the Choruses of 
Sinister and Pitiful Spirits might have con- 


tinually contended; a man with visions so 


much better than his soul, and with utter- 
ances of a nobility to which he could seldom 
attain. If ever a spirit was fitted to thrash 
through long purgatorial experiences it was 
that of Jean Jacques, half-demon, half- 
angel, pointing a way so bold that men who 
followed it reached either some uttermost 
piace of compassion and patience and lovell- 
ness, or else some horrent confusion in 
which the guillotine established the equality 
of death, since no higher form of it seemed 
obtainable. 

Would it not be wise to withhold judg- 
ment from “ The Dynasts” till the two ad- 
ditional volumes appear? It is, self-evident- 
ly, a new Play of Man, and man ata time 
of New Birth, in which America found her 


religion of individuality—the code by which . 


we move and have our free and happy being, 
A final quotation may .serve to help, the 
reader to an understanding of Mr. Hardy’s 
design. It is in the Overworld.

HE OLIGARCHY OF VENICE,” by 

os George B. McClellan (Houghton, 
Mifflin & Co.), is a clear and brief 

account of the manner in which the 

republic of Venice came into being, 

of the gradual extinction of popular sover- 
eignty, and of the long weakening of the 
state which prepared the way for the loss 
of irf@ependence. Mr. McClellan deserves the 
gratitude of the reader for the self-restraint 


with which he has omitted all developments 


of his theme in the direction of either point- 
ing the moral or adorning the tale. It is 
hard in speaking of Venice not' to drop into 
poetry. and equally hard for a member of 
the political party to which Mayor McClellan 
belongs to discuss growth and decay in a 
foreign state without side glances at real 
or imagined parallels in his own country. 


. But here we have before us only Venice, and 


of Venice, not the art, not the romance, 
but the political history reduced to its sim- 
plest form. : 

One difficulty attends any endeavor to 
write of the history of Venice: the presence 
of official, carefully colored accounts of all 
public transactions, and the absence of im- 


partial, freely written versions of the same 


events. We must accept men as patriots 
or traitors upon a ong sided statement of 
their deeds and motives. It requires, there- 
fore, much knowledge of history and great 
intuitive knowledge of men to avoid being 
a mere reciter of the chronicles of the gov- 
ernment historiographer, and to arrive at 
well founded, independent judgments. Mr. 
McClellan has done his work with a thor- 
oughness which gives valte to his _ brief 
summing up of long studies, and if his sober 
page lacks the gorgeousness or even the 
charm of other more discursive histories, it 
is dignified, correct, straightforward, and 
illumined by practical sense. A courtesy 


which the reader always appreciates is the | 


addition of a full index, as in this case. 


*SYLVIA’S HUSBAND,” by Mrs. Burton 
Harrison (D. Appleton & Co.), is a light tale 
of the kind usually found in the periodical 
in which it first appeared. Sylvia, * young, 
tall, slim, pretty, truthtelling, and admira- 
bly bred,’’ marries a former lover of her 
stepmother, who fondly tmagines that his 
attentions are due simply to a desire to be 
near herself. Discovery of her error prompts 
the stepmother to a complicated plot of re- 
venge, which is so far successful that the 
young wife is brought to believe that she 
has been married merelyjto cover a shameful! 
intrigue between the two lovers. In the end 
she is convinced of her husband's innocence, 
and all ends happily. Of the minor charac- 
ters the most interesting is an American 
aunt, a broad caricature of the strong mind- 
ed female suffragist, good hearted but 
queer. The others, of course, belong to the 
ritish aristocracy, or the Irish at least. 
There are a captain, a baron, a decadent 
poet, an ingenuous youth, a fortune seeking 
widow, and all the other necessary ingredi- 
ents of a house party. With all its unreality 
the story possesses elements which make it 
readable. It is impossible to picture with- 


out touching the reader’s sympathies fresh, 


unspoiled beauty of character suffering the 
ache that comes from disillusion after the 
wild joy and sweet surrender of a first and 
eternal love.

SAID THE FISHERMAN. . 


A Thrilling Life Story of a Mohammedan 
by Marmaduke Pickthall. 

“Sald the Fisherman “ is a novel to which 
those much abused terms * local color ” and 
“atmosphere " can fittingly be applied. The 
book is steeped in the air of Syria. The 
scenes are not pictures hung with the best 
advantage of lighting, but parts of the 
naked, glaring life of a man, surrounded 
not by painted landscapes but by the vivid 
reds, blues, and yellows of the east. At 
times the intensity of the color makes the 
eyes blink. There are no long descriptiong 
of sunsets tn the desert with a caravan of 
camels in the proper prospective, but you 
personally travel those vast stretches, your 
throat parched with sand and your eyes 
blinded by the dust and glare. 

The book was written by Marmaduke Pick- 
thall, who was the English consul! to one 
of the Syrian cities for many years. He !s 
widely acquainted with the various dialects 
of the east and an authority on many ques- 
tions of western Asia. 

The book ts the development of the single 
character of Said; no scene or situation ‘!s 
without this figure, and in his growth you 
can see the fascination of eastern life on 
the occidental mind, followed by a shudder- 


‘ing recoil as its deceitfulness and subtlety 


unfolds itself. 

Sald began life as a fisherman; he pos- 
sessed'a wife of whom he wearied, and a 
little hut by the side of its palm tree. But 
as he drew in his nets at night it was not 
of these that he thought, but of the bustling 
little village at the foot of the hill and of 
the pile of money, growing larger, little by 
little, that would enable him to purchase 
the village khan orinn. That inn and the 
possibilities it would bring had been the 
object of his desire ever since his desires 
had run to the practical. One day disaster 
came to Said in the form of a treacherous 
partner. His ambition, satisfied In pros- 
perity with “the little things he knew.” 
leaped in the hour of adversity beyond such 
narrow limitations. His mind followed the 
caravans bound for the city of Damascus, 
called by Syrians “ the eye of the desert.” 
In twenty-four hours after his misfortune 
he was on his way, followed by his wife, the 
faithful Hasneh. On the journey he waylaid 
and robbed a fellow traveler, rid himself of 
his wife, rifled a misefonary’s house, be- 
came possessed of a fine horse by question- 
able acquisition, and arrived at the city of 
Damascus well started on a successful ca- 
reer. He had, first of all, the gift of con- 
centration. During the various uprisings 
against the Christians his voice was one of 
the lustiest In shouting “ Din Mohammed,”’ 
but his cry was really “ For Said,” “ For 
Sald."" And it was the latter gentleman who 
usually reaped the benefit. 

We are all acquainted with Sald in west- 
ern dress, and the story of his dramatic life 
is only another proof of how much alike 
the world is, whether lived In Syria or in 
enlightened America. 

It would scarcely be fair to reveal the

In fights won and lost George Gardner and 
Jack Root stand this morning as they did be- 
fore they stripped for action for their stx 
round encounter at the Battery D club last 
night. in which they fought themselves to.a 
standstill, and, in the referee’s opinion, to

The contest, as was expected, was the fast- 
est, most exciting, and most interesting, 
viewed from any stand’point, witnessed be- 
tween men in their division in Chicago in 
years. There was never a moment of idile- 
ness through the six rounds. From the first 


to the last tap of the gong it was a continu- 
ance of rush, slug, and severe in fighting, with 
the tide of battle veering. 

Jack would score heavily with the left and 
bring cheers from his adherents. hut before 
the shouts of his admirers had died out 
George would bring his friends to their feet 
Dy pumping all sorts of hooks and jolts into 
Root's tion. 

Both Do Their: Best. 

There was no letup by either. Gardner, 
because of his two victories over Jack, fought 
like a demon to add another to his record, 
While the local man handed out the best he 
had in his pugilistic makeup to keep his 
intact. It was any man’s fight at any

His weak points 
were Inability to cut loose at close quarters 
and failure to take advantage of openings 
after drawing his opponent to him. He in- 
fringed the rules by persistent holding and 
showed a decided lack of experience in the 
art of holding with one hand and hitting with 
the other. 


~ One Clever Gardner Trick. 


Gardner wae woefully shy in gauging dis- } 


tance, and at times appeared wild in his de- , 
livertes: This, however, was because of 
Root’s clever foot work. He showed far bet- 
ter than did Jack. in close arm work by tear- 


ing Mito Root’s stomach with both hands, | 


forcing Jack to hang on heavily. For this, 
however, he should not be censured, as 
George's method of fighting when hooked up, 
. withhead down close to his opponent's chest, 
makes it appear as if he was fighting clear, 
whet, jin.fact, he is leaning heavily on his 
man, The trick—for such it is, and a clever 
one at that—is not noticeable to the specta- 
tors, Who invariably demand that the referee 
prevent the other man from holding. It was 
in these hookups that Géorge pumped the 
wind-out of Root, and in a twenty round con- 
test they would win for him. The distance 
last night was too short for work of that 
kind, still it assisted Gardner in securing a 
draw. Not that he did nothing else that 
would entitle him to afi even split of the 
money, but his stomach ripping work slowed

steam. 
Root Starts the Blood. 


In the opening session the local man 
brought into play a straight left which found 
connection with Gardner’s nose with force 
enough to draw blood and stagger the re- 
cipient. These blows worried George quite 
a bit and to even up matters he forced the 
fighting. evidently knowing his best hold 
Was to tear in and slug away at close quar- 
ters. In this style + fighting he excelled, 
and whenever they [aid on hands it was 
George's fight. When inthe open Jack would 
invariably steady his man with hard lefts, 
and as they gé@nerally collided on the sore 
spot, which meant another flow of blood, 
the crowd would surely witness a rough- 
house slugging bee at close quarters. 

They battled away on fairly even terms 
for four rounds. At the end of each of these 
sessions there was little to choose between 
them, still the tide of milling shifted from 
to the other. 


Gardner’s Savage Attack. 

The fifth round saw Gardner cut across 
the ring at full speed towards Jack's cor- 
ner, and before the latter could put up his 
hands in defense George nailed him good 
and hard with a right to the head. Root 
was bewildered, and before he could get 
himself in action Gardner tore into him 
with both hands. He peppered him at long 
and at short range, principally the latter, 
and the loser’s end of the purse appeared to 
be Root’s. For the first ‘half of the round it 
was all Gardner, with the exception of a few 
left hand half hearted stabs by Jack. In 
the last minute of the session Root, spurred 
on by Tommy Rydh, his chief second, awoke 
© the situation and took a hand at the 
mixing game, so when corners were called 
the round did not appear so lopsided. 


Root Waketns Up. 


At this stage it looked as if George woul 
win, but to the surprise of both Gartnne ao 
the crowd, Jack fought harder and better in 
the last period than in any of the previous 
rounds. He unloosened his right and brought 
it over with foree enough to stagger his 
opponent. . Not once but several times did 
he shoot his right over. connecting each time. 
This sudden awakening of Jack nonplused 
' Gardner, and to prevent another series of 
hard rights he bore in and for the remainder 
of the round kept too close to give Root an 
opportunity to get set for long range work. 
They both tired perceptibly towards the 
close and were pumping blows into each 
other's stomach with much damaging effect 
when the final gong clanged. 

It was voted the best ficht seen here in 
years, and the crowd which filled the hal!

A Friday run of 3,000 cattle, 33,000 hogs, 
and 8,000 sheep was near the usual volume 
for cattle and sheep, but was liberal as to 
hogs.

HEAVY SELLING DONE DESPITE 
WEATHER CONDITIONS. 


Storm Causes Interruption to Retail 
Movement, but Week Shows Larger 
Dealings at Higher Prices in Cereals 


and Provisions, with Good Demand | 


in Iron and Jobbing Lines—Buying 
of Clothing Satisfactory—Rates on 
Goods Maintained.

The weekly review of trade in Chicago, 
published by R. G. Dun & Co., the commer- 
cial is as follows: 

Weather conditions were not favorable to! 
an enlarged movement of commodities, and 
retail trade stffered some interruption. 
There were, however, heayier dealings at 
higher prices in cereals and provisions, and 
bétter transactions in the tron and jobbing 
lines. The demand widened in the promi- 
nent dry godds departments, millinery, and 
footwear, and increased sales were made of 
carpets and furniture. The buying of cloth- 
ing, woolens, and men’s furnishings reached 
a satisfactory average. 


Firm Prices in Staple Goods. 


‘Prices of staple goods were firmly main- 
tained, and with increasing numbers of vis- 


iting buyers in the markets the indications. 


point toward more activity appearing in the 
general demand for supplies. Country col- 


lections have shown well and less complaint, 


is noted as to local settlements. 


The manufacturing industries assumed a 


firmer tone and new business has shown less 
hesitancy. The sales of pig iron gained in 
volume and products of the steel milis were 
in improved request, the buying having been 
more general in rails and structural ma- 
terials. New contracts were placed for rail- 
road cars and other improvements requir- 
ing considerable materials. Tool makers ob- 
tained additional domestic and foreign or- 
ders, and the hardware trade gained both 
in factory work and jobbing, distributors 
having made liberal shipments to the in- 
terior. 

The tnitiation of heavy outdoor construc- 
tion and improvements is close at hand, and 
causes more buying of lumber and building 
materials. Furniture and woodworking 
branches report an improved demand. 


Receipts of Hides Increase. 

Receipts of hides were 3,025,882 pounds, 
compared with 2,969,555 for the previous 
week and 1,290,569 pounds a year ago. Sales 
reached a fair aggregate, with prices slightly 
easier. Leather continués in good demand 
and the shoe factories are kept active on 
accumulated orders. 

Grain shipments, 2,157,505 bu, are 26.05 per 
cent over those for the corresponding week 
of 1903. Receipts were also in excess of a 
year ago, except rye, and flour has shown 
a large gain in volume. Supplies of food- 
stuffs appear to be ample for normal re- 
quirements. The May wheat option was 
advanced on Thursday to $1.09, its highest 
point. The reaction was sharp and not un- 
expected, in view of the poor demand for 
the cash articles and diminished exports. 

Compared with the closing a week ago 
the May options show increases, in wheat 
2% cents, in corn % cent, and in oats \ cent. 


Best Buying in Provisions. 


The best buying of the week developed in 
provisions, the closings showing advances 
over the previous week, in ribs 60 cents, 
pork 55 cents, and lard 15 cents. Receipts 
of live stock, 322,583 head, compared with 
822,794 head a year ago.

SPRING TRADE IS BACKWARD. 


Dun and Bradstreet Report Much Delay 
Due to Weather Conditions— 
Manufactures Improving. 


New York, Feb. 26.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
Weekly Review of Trade will say: 

In addition to the interuption of a holiday, 
trade and transportation have again suffered 
because of severe weather and much outdoor 
work was forced to await more favorable 
conditions. Development of spring trade is 
naturally slow, but this may be fully made 
up as the season advances. Business pro- 
ceeds on a conservative basis that promises 
immunity from the excesses that precipitat- 
ed the recent setback. Manufacturing plants 
are gradually restoring !dle machinery, and 
there is more disposition to anticipate future 
requirements. Staple commodities are still 
inflated by war and manipulations, making 
il extremely difficult to ascertain the actual 
legitimate situation. Baltimore coneerns are 
resuming in temporary quarters, stocks of 
g00ds being accumulated with great rapidity. 

Foreign commerce at New York for the 
last week shows a loss of $2,489,799 in ex- 
ports and a decrease of $2,549,672 in imports 
as compared with the same week last year. 

A slightly firmer tone is discerned in cot- 
ton goods, particularly on forward business 
in heavy staples. 

While eastern shoe shops are busy on old 
orders, wholesalers are not placing supple- 
mentary contracts and little new business 
comes forward. 

Violent fluctuations have continued in the 


great staples, legitimate influences upward 


being supplemented by manipulation, and 
realizing sales precipitating reactions. Wide 
changes from day to day in the leading com- 


modities indicate an unwholesome and un- 


desirable situation that is dueto speculation, 

Cotton recovered after the holiday, only to 
react more sharply with heavy speculation 
at erratic quotations. 

A further break carried spot coffee to the 
lowest point since the recent campaign was 
started, da there was little resistance by 
the clique that forced prices to 9.19 cents 
on Feb. 1, sales being effected 28 per cent 
lower this week. 

Liabilities of commercial failures thus far 
reported for February aggregated $10,796,166, 
of which $2,732,478 were in manufacturing, 
$4,290,235 in trading, and $3,773,453 in other 
commercial lines. Failures this week num-

As Viewed by Bradstreet. 

Bradstreet’s Review of Trade this week 
says: Spring trade is asserting itself despite 
abnormally cold weather, heavy snows, or 
congested transportation facilities in widely 
separated sections. Manufacturing industry 
shows some enlargement of activity, especial- 
ly in glass making and iron and steel, produc- 
tion of pig iron being nearly double that of 
two months ago. Anthracite coal is active and 
strong, but production and shipments of this 
product of bituminous coal and coke and raw 
materials generally are hampered by the 
weather. The bituminous coal: outlook is 
additionally unsatisfactory, because it is 
almost universally believed that a strike 
against reductions of wages will occur on 
April 1 in the western Pennsylvania and 
West Virginia fields.

Record Prices for Wheat. 

It is still too early to report upon the winter 
wheat situation, but advices so far received 
from the southwest are hardly encouraging, 
absence of snow covering or lack of moisture 
being reported in Missouri, Oklahoma, and 
Kansas. 

New record prices for the year, and the 
highest, in fact since May, 1898, were reached 
in wheat this week, the market, though ir- 
regular, closing near the top. The eastern 
war also affects other products, such as tea 
and camphor, which are closely connected 
with the scene of hostilties, but indirectly 
affects a large number of other products.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


GRAIN RATES OF NORTHWESTERN 
GO INTO EFFECT TODAY. 


Cut of Two Cents a Hundred Pounds 
Under Combined Missouri River 
Locals Affects Tariffs from Nebras- 
ka and Iowa Points—Great Western 
Undecided on Cut—Santa Fe and 
Other Roads Have Poor January 
Showing Because of Weather. 


The new through rates on grain from Ne- 
braska and Iowa points, announced by the 
Northwestern, will go fmto effect today. 
This will give the Northwestern am advan- 
tage of 2 cents a 100 pounds over the com- 
bined Missouri river locals. 

The Chicago Great Western has not yet 
determined whether to meet the Northwest- 
ern’s rates. If it does make another reduc- 


tion the tariffs from Missouri river points to | 


Chicago will be 4 cents on wheat and 8 cents 
on corn, or half the rates now in effect be- 
tween the Missouri and Mississippi rivers. 
Added to the through export rate from Chi- 
cago to New York, the rate via Chicago to the 
Atlantic seaboard would nearly be equal to 
the low 15 cent rate made by Burlington and > 
Alton in connection with their St. Louis con-— 
nections to south Atlantic ports. 


Say Commerce Law Is Violated. 


This last cut by the Northwestern in the 
through rates from Nebraska points, it is 
said, will make them in many cases lower 
than the local rates into Nebraska points. 
This, the Omaha grain shippers and the 
officials of the Great Western declare, would 
be in violation of the interstate commerce 
law, which forbids a higher charge for a 


The Northwestern, however, takes the 
position that these are war rates, forced 
upon it by the Chicago Great Western, and 
under such conditions the law does not ap- 
ply. With the local rates from many Ne- 
braska points to the Missouri river higher 
than the combined locals, the Great Western 
is prevented from making the combined 
locals the same as the Northwestern’s 
through rate, and it therefore is probable 
that President Stickney will not meet the 
last cut of the Northwestern. The North- 
western makes a good profit on the rate to 
the Missouri river. 


Readjust Rates on Iron. 

Genera] traffic officials of the western roads 
yesterday made a readjustment fn the rates 
on iron articles from Chicago, Memphis, and 
St. Louis to Kansas points. This removed 
the objection of the Great Western to ex- 
isting rates on wire and nails, and the road 
will withdraw its notice to reduce the rates 
on these articles. 

An agreement regarding sugar rates could 
not be reached, and consequently the Great 
Western today will put tn effect the 15 cent 
reduction on this article from Chicago to the 
Missouri river. Several of the roads admit 
the position taken by the Great Western on 
sugar rates is right, the reduction being 
necessary to stop the discrimination against 
Chicago. Some of the New Orleans lines 
and their connections, however, do not like 
to relinquish the advantage they have had 
so long. 


January Earnings Are Poor. 


The Santa Fé, in common with most other 
large railroad systems, suffered severely 
during January from bad weather conditions 
and a general falling off in merchandise 
traffic. Consequently its January statement 
of earnings makes an unusually poor show- 
ing. While there was a slight increase in 
the gross earnings, operating expenses for 
the month were so heavy as to cause a de- 
crease in net earnings of nearly a quarter of 
a million dollars.
